> From 1999 to 2001 he worked as Principal Scientific Adviser to the 
government of India to further the concept of India Millennium 
Mission 2020, a blueprint for transforming India into a developed

Among national leaders after Chacha Nehru it is Dr. Kalam who 
loves children. He has become one with the younger generation with his 
exhortations to dream big. At his presidential swearing-in ceremony, for the 
first time in Indian history, 100 school children were invited as special guests. 
As children are the hope of the country, Dr. Kalam, with a vision to ignite 
them with scientific temper and patriotism for developed India 2020, left his 
position as scientific adviser to the Prime Minister and started a mission to 
meet and inspire one lakh students. About his mission he says “there are 
300 million children in the country - a third of our population. If I influence 
euen one in thousand out of them, think what a difference it makes". In 
every meeting he meets children and answers their queries, replies to their 
letters and about 400 e-mails everyday, giving them direction to dream, 
dream big and develop thinking power to work for developed India. At every 
convocation he presides over, he insists that students be moved to the front 
row. So that he can see them while speaking. 

Dr. Kalam is The Peoples president who has already visited 21 states 
and met 1.5 lakhs school students in 10 months to find a common parameter 
for a developed India. For a girl in Torni, Khandwa in Madhya Pradesh, a

Values are ultimate in life, but they are intrinsic and can only be assessed 
by the instant behaviour of a person. It is difficult to identify value level in 
anybody, more so in great personalities like Dr.Kalam, who is an embodiment 
of human values. To depict his concern for values, In his first address on the 
eve of Independece Day, he laid specific stress on unity, tolerance and non¬ 
violence. He reminded the nation of its eternal values taught by Gandhi, 
pointing out that “any act by anyone anywhere in India that runs counter to 
these eternal values would pose a threat to the fabric of the free Indian 
nation which was bom and nurtured by the supreme sacrifices of the countless 
noble souls”. As said by some of his associates, In every Interaction with 
him,' they learn a lot of new things. So an attempt to write about values in 
Dr. Kalam Is like finding values in God, which will be a futile exercise. Hence, 
here is an attempt made to knit a garland of values personified In him.

For the presidential ceremony, he- invited his relatives, friends and about 
100 children and paid the expenses himself. He insisted on paying for his 
family s train trip and accomodation in Delhi. He even insisted upon paying 
for the ceremonial dress. Recently, when he visited sabarmati ashram, he 
bought some books, and when the authorities refused to accept money, he 
said he would not buy them if they were given free and gave Rs. 75. 

Thus truthfulness and honesty are embodied in the life of Dr. Kalam. “

Discipline 

Discipline is the core value assessed from the- externa! orderly or 
disorderly behaviour of the persons personality is the reflection of inner 
discipline of the body and mind. Dr. Kaiam has always been a self-disciplined 
person in his thoughts, words and deeds i.e. Thiikarana Suddhl. His routine, 
whether it be walking, working, eating or reading, is conducted with self- 
discipline. For that matter, even his friends and relatives h&ve to take an 
appointment to meet him. No one is allowed into his office without prior 
appointment. Time management is another important feature of Dl Kaiam. 

Optimism 

Dr. Kaiam is an embodiment of optimism. The following incident reveals 
his level of optimism. 

In a meeting at Care Hospital, Hyderabad, Dr. Kaiam discussed with a 
Neurologist and senior doctors if a chip could be designed to compensate 
the lost or missing faculties of mentally retarded children. The doctors 
expressed apprehension and doubt Then Dr. Kaiam revealed his optimism, 
by putting their apprehension at rest. He stated that he was interested in a 
single way in which it can be done, but not in hundred ways by which it 
cannot be done.

On the eve of launching the Agni missile at RC1, the then defence 
minister, impressed with Dr. Kaiam’s excellent work, wanted to know what 
he could give him on this success. Dr. Kaiam immediately replied that he 
wanted 100,000 saplings to transform that barren land into greenery. Local 
beneficiaries remember him even today.

8. HOW HINDUS / MUSLIMS OUGHT 
TO BE INDIANS FIRST ? 


Dr. Kalam is a shining example of how a true Indian ought to be 
dedicated to his country and feel proud of the country. On 15 th August 1947, 
when freedom was declared, two photographs were printed in the newspapers

walking barefoot to Navakhali. Gandhiji’s action laid a permanent imprint 
on the young mind of Dr.Kalam. His patriotic fervour is reflected even from 
his childhood. 

Dr.Kalam has full faith in India’s composite and diversified culture and 
heritage. To him, all men are equal and religion is an intense individual 
quest. For great men, religion is a way of making friends, small people make 
it a weapon to fight. 

7 never thought as a Muslim religious person; I am hundred percent 
an Indian” said Dr.Kalam in an interview with India Today. He also says that 
secularism is the true base for India and an Indian must always stick to it. 

Further, he states, “ 1 had the fortune of learning many of our religions 
from my childhood. 1 realized that the central theme of any religion is spiritual 
well-being. Indeed, it should be understood that the foundation of secularism 
in India should be derived from spirituality". 

His in-depth knowledge and passion for ancient Indian scriptures made 
him name the missiles after ancient Indian weapons - Trishul, Nag, Prithvi, 
Akash, Agni etc. He is now working on a project to convert all scriptures on 
palm leaves to digital data. 

On a particular event, when Smt. Indira Gandhi introduced Dr.Abdul 
Kalam to the then opposition leader Sri.A.B.Vajpayee, he rose and hugged

him for his excellent work. Sarcastically, Smt. Indira Gandhi commented 
that he was an untouchable, being a Muslim. Sri Vajpayee retorted saying 
that “above all, he is an Indian.” 

Dr. Kalam appeals to the Indians to rise beyond the confines of 
religion and aspire for a greater spirituality. 

As a true son of India, he has now dedicated himself to the service of 
the country and its people. All his inventions are meant for the upliftment of 
Indians, especially the rural masses. His austerity, hard work and selflessness, 
despite his high position, reveal his respect for the nation. He declares, 7 
will keep the lamp of knowledge burning to achieve Developed India - 
Vision 2020" 

In his recent speeches, he made it crystal clear that “ourgreatest strength 
is in pluralist tradition and civilisation. ” He also said that it is our 
responsibility to give our children a safe and secular India. This statement 
not only reflects his warm personality but also speaks volumes of his love 
for motherlndia. Undoubtedly, this world of terrorism and corruption needs 
people like Dr. Kalam. All Indian muslims should follow his footsteps. Islam 
should be proud of having a gem like Dr. Kalam. Dr. Kalam called for a 
second vision to integrate people from all walks of life towards a common 
purpose. This vision of the nation will also remove the conflicts arising out 
of difference in small thinking. The vision can be achieved only with “Unity

Impact of GITA 

Kalam’s father’s friend, Pakshi Lakshmana Sastry used to recite the 
Gita. Dr. Kalam’s curiosity in learning slokas 
and grasping their essence at a tender age 
helped him in his later life. He often recalled 
relevant slokas and their essence at the time of 
disappointments and adversities and could find 
the solutions in the Gita. He recites the Gita as 
often as the Quran. 

In DRDL, while creating a monogram, the 
team required a quote.

He always discussed spiritual matters 
with Kalam. Kalam emulated his father and practised the basic truths 
taught by him throughout his life. His childhood friend, Jallaluddin, who 
ater became his brother-in-law, taught him how to maintain workinq 
partnership with God. He lived with the realization of the fact that the 
Omnipresent is within him and is guiding him in the form of his conscience. 
He worked hard in the direction of his goals but owes all his success and 
failures to God and believed that his faith in Him would lead him to his 
predetermined destiny which says that God accomplished His tasks through 
Kakmn.

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9. Dr. KALAM SPROUTING LEADERSHIP 

Dr. Kalam evolved as a great leader from the stature of a paperboy to 
the President of India. His leadership evolution will be a practical lesson to 
all prospective leaders. He hailed from a middle class family and knew the 
value of money. At the age of seven during the Second World War, having 
seen the sudden demand for tamarind seeds, he collected and sold them to 
the provisional store and earned an anna a day. He used to study well and 
during his free time, he would help his brothers in running a provision store. 
He gained commercial experience by noticing the fast moving items and the 
slow moving items and their impact on the life of the customers. In this way 
he never lost any opportunity to build up the leadership qualities from an 
early age. 

Typically like any other youth, after getting B.Sc., degree, he wondered 
what to do next. His childhood dream of flying in the sky led him to opt for 
Aeronautical Engineering at the Madras Institute of Technology (MIT). As he 
was unable to afford the high fee for such courses, his sister Zohra mortgaged 
her ornaments to help him out. Dr. Kalam well understood these difficulties 
and worked hard to lay a strong foundation for his career. 

Dr. Kalam as a great leader 

In 1958, Dr. Kalam started his career as a senior scientific assistant at 
Defence Research and Development Organization (DRDO). Here he was the 
leader of a team formed to design and develop the first indigenous prototype 
hovercraft called Nandi. Identifying Dr. Kalam’s talent, Indian Committee 
for Space Research (INCOSPAR) appointed him as a rocket engineer. 

Between 1963-82, he served the Indian Space Research Organization 
(ISRO) in various capacities. At Thumba, a place near Trivandrum, he worked

in the team for Satellite Launch Vehicle, and became the Director of SLV 
project. As project Director, he took up the responsibility of design, developing, 
flight testing of SLV-3 project but did not succeed in the first attempt and Dr! 
Kalam took the responsibility for this failure. In 1980, the same project 
achieved a success and as a result, the “Rohini” satellite was launched. Dr. 
Kalam did not take the credit for its success but attributed it to the team 
members. 

In 1982, as a Director of DRDO, Kalam was given the responsibility of 
Integrated Guided Missile Development ProgrammeflGMDP). This programme 
had 5 projects, which not only fulfilled the military requirements, but also 
developed the technology to bring back the missiles on to the earth. 
Dr. Kalam had to select 5 directors; one for each project and a wrong choice 
would affect the whole programme. He used to consult many scientists, 
professionals and engineers to know their working styles before he took any 
decision. On successful completion of 5 major projects, India got her place 
on the map of missile technology. 

They are: 

The missile, which can destroy war-tanks. 

A surface-to-surface battlefield missile. 

A medium range swift surface-to-air missile. 

A quick reaction, shorter range surface-to-air missile. 
An intermediate range ballistic missile. 

Dr.Kalam, as a prospective leader, adopted various methods to derive 
the maximum skills from his team members. He often consulted them and 
spoke about the importance of each member and reminded them of the 
objectives of the project they have set to accomplish. He never hesitated to 
take the advice of his subordinates and junior scientists and always 
encouraged them.

The experience he gained from the Satellite Launch Vehicle (SLV-3) 
project helped him in recognizing the advantages of sharing the facilities 
with experts working in public and private organizations. His duty was to 
encourage the shareholders of 20 organizations and to check their way of 
working. These 20 organizations not only included large-scale public and 
private sectors, but also small scale specialized organizations. All the missile 
programmes under the leadership of Kalam were completed in the expected 
time. This victory helped India to attain membership in various clubs meant 
for developed countries only. 

Dr.Kalam was responsible for the successful completion of work in 
1988 at Research Centre Imarat, at about 8 kilometers away from DRDL at 
Hyderabad. 

As the head of DRDL in Delhi, he accomplished some important projects 
like Arjun MTB and Light Combat Air Craft (LCA). When he was questioned 
whether India needs missiles, war-tanks and warplanes, he replied that strength 
respects strength. 

His expertise and concern for the country raised him to the level of 
Scientific Advisor to the Government of India. As the head of various research 
centres, he envisaged, Avalanche control techniques in Kashmir, KITS to 
separate salt from water in the Thar desert, modern war-ships, world level 
sonar-submarine finder, infra-red night vision goggles for Indian soldiers etc. 

His personality and his mode of working inspired others to work with 
interest and curiosity. He would always discuss with other scientists and his 
subordinates, the future plans and his dreams. According to Dr. Kalam, if 
scientists are given more freedom and sufficient funds in the production and 
sale of satelites, then India will be recognized internationally. 

Little did he know at that time that his scientific knowledge-specialization 
would lead the nation. His knowledge coupled with personal character and

A person can’t just build on successes but alsQ on failures. Dr. Kalam 
is often referred to as a very successful man with tremendous will power and 
determined hard work. But he too had to taste the bitterness of failure. In 
fact, a person fails only when he makes an attempt. An attempt adds 
experience and ignites new strength and finally leads him on to the road of 
success. The process is similar in the case of any successful person. 

Dr. Kalam s fortune has raised him from a paperboy to the President 
of India with several milestones in between. Small attempts to big successes 
mixed with failures presented an opportunity to Dr. Kalam for self-checking 
and correction. The adversities in his life provided an opportunity for 
introspection. His character of angle-minded devotion to the task added to 
his missionary zeal. Failures in his tasks did neither disappoint him nor 
shake his confidence in hard work. Some instances of his life when Dr.Kalam 
succeded through failures are given below as an eye opener for every 
progressive youth. 

Ramakrishna Iyer: a strict disciplinarian 

Once when Dr. Kalam was in the Primary School, his Mathematics teacher, 
Rama Krishna Iyer, a strict disciplinarian, found him loitering in the corridors 
and punished him in front of his Class. Kalam took the insult positively as a 
challenge and scored full marks in the next Mathematics exam. Iyer narrated 
the whole incident in the Morning Assembly and assured that Kalam would 
keep up the name of his parents and teachers and would bring glory to the 

country. Dr.Kalam lived upto his teacher’s expectations and fulfilled his desire 
in his later life.

SwamI Shlvananda: Enlightening the soul 

After his engineering at MIT (Madras Institute of Technology), he applied 
for a job in the Indian Air Force as a pilot. He failed at the interview. 
Disappointed by this failure he went to Swami Shivananda at Rishikesh. 
Swamiji did not react to his Muslim identity. Instead, he asked Kalam the 
reason for his sorrow. Dr.Kalam told him about his failure to join the Air 
Force. Swamiji enlightened him by saying, “Your destiny Is predetermined 
and is not revealed now. It is certainly not that of an Air Force Pilot. Become 
one with yourself and search for the purpose of your life and surrender yourself 
to God’s wish.” 

India’s first Indigenous hovercraft 

In 1958, he started Us career as a Senior Scientific Assistant at Defence 
Research and Development Organization (DRDO). Here, he was the leader 
of a team formed to design and develop the first indigenous prototype 
hovercraft. None of his team members including him had experience in building 
a machine. They read as much literature as they could, related to hovercrafts. 
They tried to consult people specialized in this area, but all invain. Dr.Kalam 
and other team members had to face criticism and were always discouraged 
by people around them. But their confidence and enthusiasm was high and 
finally they succeeded in the mission and named the hovercraft “Nandi”. 

India’s First Satellite Vehicle : 

Dr. Kalam was entrusted with the task of completing the SLV-3 project 
He worked very hard with single-minded devotion. During his SLV mission, 
there were days when he looked up to find the laboratory empty and realized 
that the lunch and dinner hours slipped by without his realisation that he 
was hungry. 


Do your best and leave the rest to God. 
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After the completion of the work, the first experimental trial of SLV-3 
was conducted on 10 a August 1979. To his disappointment, the flight 
collapsed mid-way and all their efforts turned futile. But, Kalam accepted 
the challenge ahead and revived his spirits to carry on with the project. It 
was on 17 July 1980, India’s first Satellite launch Vehicle, SLV-3 lifted off 
successfully. Dr Kalam was carried on the shoulders of his happy colleagues 
and there were cries of joy everywhere. 

Thus Dr Kalam converted his failure into success by his positive attitude 
towards failures, which paved the path to success. This can be more clearly 
understood through his message, which he conveyed during one of his 
addresses to the youth of India. He addressed a gathering of fresh graduates 
and conveyed his message-“Why are you afraid of failures and stop learning 
from them? If you are afraid, you cannot be a leader in the competitive 
world. In this era of knowledge, successful people always take untravelled 
roads rather than the beaten paths. Take the untravelled road. Only then 
your life will be on the right path.

The Prime Minister of India is not allowed to attend the meeting of G- 
8, the eight-nation group of the most powerful nations. Kalam said, 7t is 
your duty to take India to the No. 1 position.” 

A developed India shouki be able to take care of its strategic interests 
through its internal strengths and its ability to adjust itself to the new realities. 
For this, it will need the strength of its healthy educated and prosperous 
people and the strength of its economy as well.

> Competitiveness is powered by knowledge power. 

> Technology is powered by resource investment. 

> Resource investment is powered by revenues. 

> Revenues are powered by volume and repeated sales. 

> Volume and repeated sales are powered by customer loyalty. 

> Customer loyalty is powered by the quality and value of products.

productivity. 

• Employee loyalty is powered by employee satisfaction. 

• Employee satisfaction is powered by working environment.

Looking back at India’s struggle for the first vision of independence, we 
do not believe that all actions took place simultaneously. People acted 
spontaneously, sometimes even clumsily and thus the freedom movement 
was launched.

Dr. Kalam asks, “Why are we as a nation so obsessed with foreign 
things? We want foreign TV, and we want foreign technology. Why this 
obsession with everything imported? Do we not realize that self-respect comes 
with self-reliance? 

“Why do we behave differently? You say that our Government is inefficient. 
You say that the municipality does not pick up the garbage. You say that 
phones don’t work, railways are a joke, the airline is the worst in the world, 
mails never reach the destination. You say that our country has been fed to 
the dogs and is the absolute pits. 

Take a person on the way to Singapore. Give him a name — Yours. You 
walk out of the airport and you are at your international best. In Singapore 
you don’t throw cigarette butts on the roads or in the stores. You are as 
proud of their underground links as they are. You pay $5(approx. Rs 60) to 
drive through Orchard Road between 5 pm and 8pm. “You come back to the 
parking lot, punch your parking ticket if you have stayed in a restaurant or a 
shopping mall, irrespective of your status identity. In Singapore, you don t 
say anything, do you? 

You would not dare eat in to public during Ramzaan in Dubai. You 
would not dare to go out without your head covered in Jeddah. You would 
not dare to buy an employee of the telephone exchange in London at 10 
pounds (Rs. 650) a month to ‘see to it that my STD and ISD calls are billed 
to someone else’. You would not dare go speed beyond 55 mph (88 Kmph) 
in Washington and then tell the traffic cop, ‘Janta hai main kaun hoon’(Do 
you know who 1 am?). I am so and so’s son. Take your two bucks and get 
lost’. You would not chuck an empty coconut shell anywhere other than the 
garbage pail on the beaches in Australia and New Zealand. Why do you not

spit paan on the streets of Tokyo? 

“Why don't you use examination jockeys or buy fake certificates in 
Boston? We are still talking of the same, you, who can respect and conform 
to a foreign system in other countries but cannot in your own. You, who will 
throw papers and cigarettes on the road the moment you touch Indian ground. 
If you can be an involved and appreciative citizen in an alien country why 
cannot you be the same here In India? 

“Why is the media so negative in India? Look at 
Dr. Sudershan, he has transformed the tribal village into a self-sustaining, 
self-driving unit. There are millions of such achievements but our media is 
only obsessed with bad news, failures and disasters. I was in Tel Aviv once 
and I was reading the Israeli newspaper. It was the day a lot of attacks and 
bombardments and deaths had occured. The Hamas had struck. But the 
front page of the newspaper had the picture of a Jewish gentleman, who in 
five years had transformed his desert land into an orchid and a granary. It 
was this inspiring picture that everyone woke up to. The gory details of 
killing, bombardments and deaths, were inside in the newspaper, buried 
among other news. In India, we only read about deaths, sickness, terrorism, 
crime. Why are we so negative? 

“So, who is going to change the system? What does a system consist 
of? Very conveniently for us, it consists of our neighbours, other households, 
other cities, other communities and the Government. But definitely not me 
and YOG. When it comes to us, actually making a positive contribution to 
the system, we lock ourselves along with our families into a safe cocoon and 
look into the distance at countries far away and wait for a Mr Clean to come 
along and work miracles for us with a majestic sweep of his hand. When the 
Gulf war-struck, we demanded to be rescued and were brought home by the 
Indian Government. Everybody is out to abuse and rape the country. Nobody 
thinks of feeding the system. Our conscience is mortgaged to money. Dear
